present-day creed, emphasizes the 
need for a revival of Christian ethics 
and morals in national and interna-

Literary Career 

During his outstanding literary 
career Alfred Noyes has become one 
of the best-loved poets of the Eng- 
f lish-speaking world. A collection 
of poems from his several dozen vol- 
^ umes of verse has been compiled un- 
der the title, Shadows on the Down 
and Other Poems.
